Tbe moat celebrated pigeon roost 
probably in tbe country is iu Scott 
county, Ind., where, it is said, acres or 
timber are covered nightly with wjM 
pigeons. For tbe past seventy fivo 
years thia anted locality has b«eu a 
roosting place for pigeons, and millions 
of these birds enngregate there nightly 
iuriog the seasoos of their visits to 
that seetion af the country.
